BOYCOTT OF THE UN 


. Speculation aroused by 
surprise announcement 


Lako success, July 27. 

ae Soviot Deputy Foreign Minister, Mr. Jakob A. Malik, suddenly onded 
tho Russian boycott of the United Nations today. and informed the 
UN that ho would take over the Presidency of the Sccurity Council 


He also called a mocting of the Council for that date. 


‘Mr, Malik’s decision was transmitted to the Secretary-General, Mr. Trygve 
Lie, in a letter telephoned to Mr. Lie. * 


It was the first move Mr. 
Malik had made toward the 
Council since he. stalked out 
of the Chamber last January 
13 after the delegates had re- 
fused to expel Nationalist 
China from the Council table. 


The Council was already due 
to meet on Friday morning to 
discuss the report on the Korean 
war effort from the Unified Com- 
mand. That meeting 8 still on, 
but the word that the Russlana 
dre coming back on August 1 
will obviously overshadow any 
deliberations of the Council. 


Mr, Malik's return to the Coun- 
cil makes it certain that future 
decisions on the Korean war will 
face either 'ong debate or a Rus- 
sian veto. But Council delegates 
have insisted that the Russlans 
cannot veto decisions alrendy 
taken, :

He* was-a- local-eelybrity, 
he was ercatly esteemed by sonic 
contemporary musicinns. he was 
venerated by many who had been 
his pupils, but there was nothing 
like recognition of the greatness 
which was afterwards necorded 
to him.

"It was only with the slow 
course of time that his greatness 
was discerned. A tiny trickle of 
reverent admiration for him 
flowed always in Germany, and 
his memory was kept alive, The 
giants thot came after him re- 
cognised his worth, Theeyouthful 
Mozart heard a chance perform-.

Following on Mr. Quah’s lecture 
the Commissioner for #.Q, Capt
